“It is impossible for supervisors 
to remain loyal to management 
and at the same time please the 
miners with whom they are affili- 
ated,’ he said in a statement to 
the committee.

Transferred ‘For Good 
of Service’ — Linked 
to Dissatisfaction of 


Board Over Gambling 


Police Capt. Otto Selle, com- 
mander of the Carr Street District 
for the last 14 months, will be 
transferred to duty at Police 
Headquarters tomorrow, according 
to an announcement by Chief of 
Police Jeremiah O’Connell. He 
will be replaced by Capt. G 
Dorsey, who has been on duty as 
a field captain. 

While Chief O'Connell gave “for 
the good of the service” as the 


only reason for the transfer, the 
Post-Dispatch learned that the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
has been dissatisfied with Capt. 
Selle’s command for some time. 
The transfer is looked upon at 
headquarters as an action of the 
board rather than of Chief O’Con- 
nell. 

Last November Capt. Selle and 
his two lieutenants, Reynolds Fer- 
guson and James Doherty, were 
called before the board to explain 
why the district officers could not 
find gambling in the district when 
members of the gambling squad 
under Capt. Joseph Wren could 
find gambling and made three 
raids on one place within two 
months. 

Raids Under Capt. Wren. 

Officers under Capt. Wren raid- 
ed a handbook and gambling es- 
tablishment at Fourth street and 
Delmar avenue three times and 
found 14 ex-convicts in the place 
on one of the occasions. Carr 
Street District officers had made 
no arrests and on their weekly 
beat reports stated that there was 
“no gambling in their precincts.” 

After being warned that the 
Board would not tolerate any 
laxity in law enforcement the 
Board dropped the matter but on 
Jan. 4 the district, which is also 
known as the Fourth, came into 
public attention when a large 
quantity of oysters, frog legs, and 
other articles were stolen from a 
downtown seafood company while 
a patrolman was on guard. 

Witnesses told investigators that 
men in police uniforms carried out 
the merchandise and put it in an 
old model car parked near the 
City Fish & Frosted Food Co., 1737

Patrolman Francis E. Humphrey 
of the Carr Street District was 
charged with neglect of duty and 
after a three-hour trial Tuesday 
he was ordered dismissed from 
the police force. Humphrey denied 
he had taken anything from the 
company or had seen any other 
officers take the merchandise.

work—we will lay our mandate at 
the feet of the international or- 
ganization. 

“T earnestly trust ... that the

GENERAL STRIKE 
BY IPANESE l 
DEADLINE NEARS 


Refuses to Permit ‘Use of 
So Deadly a Social 
Weapon by 2,400,000 
Government Workers— 
Leaders Give In. 


By RUSSELL BRINES 

TOKYO, Jan. 31 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur killed the 
Japanese general strike today 
with an order saying “I will not 
permit the use of so deadly a s0- 
cial weapon” in the present “im- 
poverished and emaciated condi- 


tion of Japan.” 

Five hours after the order was 
issued, and four hours before the 
midnight strike deadline which 
was to have pulled 2,400,000 Gov- 
ernment workers off their jobs, 
the Tokyo central strike commit- 
tee composed of left-wing labor 
leaders announced it had “decided 
to call off” the strike. 

The committee issued instruc- 
tions to all locals throughout the 
nation to abandon all strike 
plans. 

Earlier, the leaders of the 
strike, which would have crippled | 
almost the entire Japanese econ- 
omy, had indicated they would 
ignore the Supreme Commander's 


order. 
Acts Reluctantly. 

MacArthur in forbidding the 
strike said “it is with the great- 
est reluctance that I have deemed 
it necessary to intervene.” 

Workers in transportation, light, 
gas, water and postal services had 
been scheduled to walk out in 
support of demands for tripled 
wages and the resignation of 
the conservative government of 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida. 

- The Government had offered to 
double wages. , 

Yoshida, meantime, sidestepped 
a general Cabinet resignation by 
a reorganization in which six new 
conservative ministers were 
named. The new Cabinet was in- 
vested by Emperor Hirohito in a 
special ceremony at the Imperial 
Palace two hours after MacArthur 
issued his anti-strike order. 

A bid to the third-ranking Japa- 
nese party, the Social Democrats, 
to join with the leading Liberal 
and Progressive (actually conserv- 
ative) parties in a coalition failed 
when the Social Democrats — di- 
vided between strong leftist and 
rightist factions—were unable to 
agree among themselves. 

In the reorganization, Yoshida 
added the important Agriculture 
and Forestry portfolio to his pre- 
miership and the Foreign Ministry 
post he already held. He dropped 
five former Cabinet members and 
appointed conservatives to their 
places, then named Kineshichi 
Masuda, fromer Governor of Hok- 
kaido and a close friend, to a 
sixth post, that of Transportation 
Minister. : 

Cites Threat to Welfare. 

MacArthur said he was taking 
a hand “only to forestall the fatal 
impact upon an already gravely- 
threatened public welfare.” 

“The paralysis might reduce 
large masses of the Japanese peo- 
ple to the point of actual starva- 
tion and would produce dreadful 
consequences upon every Japanese 
home,” he asserted, 

He said persons involved in the 
threatened strike. were “but a 
small minority” which “might well 
plunge the great masses into a 
disaster not unlike that produced 
in the immediate past by the 
minority which led Japan into the 
destruction of war.” 

In conclusion he said: “I do 
not intend otherwise to restrict 
the freedom of action heretofore 
given labor in the achievement of 
legitimate objectives.” 

First Direct Intervention. 

MacArthur's bar was his first 
direct intervention in the Japanese 
labor situation. Previously sched- 
uled strikes affecting the occupa- 
tion had been called off before 
the strike deadline after Supreme 
Headquarters had “advised” with 
labor leaders. 

(The United Press said the de- 
cision to call off the strike was 
broadcast over the Tokyg radio by 
Yashiro Iyi, chairman of the joint 
Strike Committee, after a confer- 
ence at Supreme Headquarters. 

(MacArthur's order to call off 
the strike, the United Press said, 
came shortly after a strike meet- 
ing which eyewitnesses described 
as almost hysterical. It said speak-

laws would simply add to the con- 
fusion. 

Four cardinal principles were 
proposed by Teller as the basis of 
his suggested national labor pol- 
icy. In addition, he said, we 
ought to have crisis machinery for 
dealing with crises—and this ma- 
chinery should not be used until 
a crisis arises. What he was talk- 
ing about was plant seizure when 
a strike affects the welfare of the 
nation. It should not be simply 
taken in seizure, he said, but for 
actual operation of the business 
by the Government. 

All we have done so far in that 
direction, he said, is to fly the 
American flag over a seized plant 
while the management goes on 
managing and the owners go on 
taking whatever losses or profits 
may result. Teller suggested that 
in extreme instances, the Govern- 
ment run the business, compel the 
workers to work, and fix their 
wages and working -conditions, He 
emphasized that this ought to be 
a last resort measure. He ex- 
pressed the conviction that if the 
rest of his program were put into 
effect, occasions when the last 
resort would be: employed would 
be rare indeed. ) ae 

His suggested national labor pol- 
icy starts with the thesis that the 
public interest ought to prevail 
over any special interest. He 
would like to see the government 
formulate laws in certain fields of 
labor relations; keep its hands off 
others; codify all labor legislation 
and put enforcement of the code 
into one agency. Those are the 
four points. The paragraphs im- 
mediately following deal with the 
first precept—what the Govern- 
ment should do in certain fields, 

It ought to foster maximum 
production and make any device 
for restricting production illegal. 
That would embrace union 
“feather bedding” rules and 
management practices of con- 


trolling production by such 
means as patent monopolies. 

It ought ta outlaw the closed 
— because this obstructs the 
pathways to jobs. But it ought 
not to disturb other forms of 
union security which may be 
agreed on by management and 
labor stich as the union shop, 
preferential hiring, and mainte- 
nance of membership. What.this 
means is that a man ought not 
to be deprived of a job because 
a union tells him its member- 
ship list is closed. 

It ought to require unions to 
operate on a democratic basis, 
so that effective contro] is in 
the hands of the members, not 
the officers. 

It ought to “regulate” second- 
ary boycotts—not forbid them— 
so that “innocent” third parties 
to a labor dispute would not 
suffer from the conflict between 
the two principal contenders. 
Some third parties, Teller sug- 
gested, were not entirely “inno- 
cent.” 

It ought to prohibit violence 
in union disputes, including 
picketing. which. intimidates, sit- 
downs, slow-downs and the use 
of strike procedures. 

It ought to make clear that 
strikes of Government employes 
cannot be tolerated. . 

And finally, Teller said, the 
right of employes to organize 
as guaranteed in the Wagner 
Act ought to be continued, and, 
“if necessary” strengthened. 

That was a pretty big dose for 

a Congress set on curbing labor’s 
strength to swallow, but Teller 
went on to outline what Govern- 
ment ought net to do about labor- 
management relationships, First, 
he said, it ought not to base a 
long-range program on the prob- 
lems which arose in the abnormal 
postwar period, for the reason 
that the crises of last year were a 
departure from the pattern that 
has been developing. On what 
Government ought not to do, he 
proposed: 

It ought not to make unlawful 
the organization of foremen. 


This, he said, is a complicated 
subject. There are arguments 
for and against, and it is some- 
thing that ought to be worked 
out on an evolutionary rather 
than a legislative basis. 

It ought not to bar health and 
welfare funds, but might well 
require joint administration, by 
union and management, “where 
employers’ associations exist in 
the given industry or area.” 


It ought not to apply a simple 
“yes-no” rule to the problem of 
jurisdictional disputes, but dis- 
tinguish between the various ob- 
jectives and backgrounds of 
such controversies. Given effi- 
cient machinery not now extant 
for choice by employes between 
labor organizations, the Govern- 
ment ought to make jurisdic- 
tional disputes not settled by 
this machinery unlawful. 


It ought to avoid in new legis- 
lation the confusion which re- 
sults from labor policies set out 
in the Wagner Act, the Fair La- 
bor Standards Act or other laws 
and the various agencies 
through which the manifold pro- 
visions of these acts are admin- 


istered, 

Coupled with this was Teller’s 
proposal for a labor court, which 
would supplant the National La- 
bor Relations Board and adminis- 
ter his suggested unified code of 
labor legislation. 

Departing from his prepared 
statement, Teller was led by ques- 
tions of committee members into 
a discussion of compulsory arbi- 
tration and “cooling-off periods” 
before strikes. 

He warned, as have other wit- 
nesses, that compulsory arbitra- 
tion necessarily leads to Govern- 
ment regulation of prices and 
profits and added that this had 
been demonstrated in countries 
where it has been practiced. 

Senator Ives of New York, a 
Republican, holding the strategic 
position of being the member of 
the equally divided committee 
whose vote may determine what 
sort of labor law will come out of 
the group, asked Teller if he 
knew of any instance in which 
a cooling-off period has prevented 
a strike. Teller said he didn't. 


Ball-Smith-Taft Bill Criticism. 


When he got around to talking 
about the Ball-Taft-Smith bill, the 
strengthened version of last year’s 
vetoed Case bill, Teller found 
something to commend and much 
to condemn in it. 
He approved its provision for a 
mediation board, but regretted that 
it was not to be outside the De- 
partment of Labor. He favored 
its section which would make it 
easier for employers to sue labor 
unions, and he favored its provi- 
sion requiring unions to file fi- 
nancial statements. 
Beyond that, he thought it re- 
peated defects of proposed and 
previously enacted labor legisla- 
tion; it didn’t cover the whole 
field; it attempted “yes-no” an- 
swers to problems which ought 
not to be the object of legislation; 
it looked backward instead of for- 
ward, 
The plainest example of the last 
point, he said, was its revival of 
injunctions in labor disputes. Here 
he contended that federal judges 
were not and could not be ex- 
pected to be experts in labor mat- 
ters and he renewed his argument 
for a labor court which, presuma- 
bly, would be staffed by experts. 
Industry-Wide Pacts Opposed. 
The committee heard also from

It seemed obvious, as Williams 
recited his tale of woe, that his 
company had been caught in a 
nutcracker when the steel strike 
occurred last year. The union 
fixed a pattern of 18% cents an 
hour increase for the whole in- 
dustry. 

But American Locomotive, as 
Willidms pointed out, doesn’t 
make steel, it buys it. So it had 
to pay two increases; one to its 
suppliers and one to its employes. 
Some of its competitors have 
workers who belong not to the 
steel workers, but another CIO 
union, the United Automobile 
Workers. The competitors kept 
on producing while American Lo- 
comotive was shut down even 
though American Locomotive’s 
CIO union employes had accepted 
a contract they thought met the 
18%-cent increase formula. This 
was to be applied to the base pay 
of the worker. The company has 
an incentive system of wages and 
most of its employes make more 
than the base pay. They get so 
much an hour, or so much per 
unit produced, r is the 
higher. 

The formula agreed upon by the 
local unians would have applied 
the 18% cents increase to the 
base pay, but the international un- 
ion, Williams said, vetoed this. 
Ultimately the contract provided 
that the 18% cents an hour in- 
crease was to be a surcharge on 
whatever the worker got, he said, 
whether by the base hourly rate 
8 generally higher piece work 
rate. 

Williams’s testimony seemed to 
be accepted by virtually all com- 
mittee members as a potent argu- 
ment in favor of Ball's bill to 
forbid industry-wide bargaining. 

Taft Upholds Welfare Funds. 

Francis, reputed to be the power 
behind the throne in the Coal 
Mine Owners’ Association, ad- 
dressed himself to the Ball anti- 
industry-wide bargaining bill, and 
also to the provision in the Ball- 
Taft-Smith bill which regulates 
union welfare funds. His 
ments against industry-wide bar- 
gaining repeated others heard pre- 
viously. — 

But he was dead set against any 
welfare funds for miners, no mat- 
ter how regulated. Here he was 
so emphatic that Senator Taft, 
chairman of the committee and 
not generally counted as a pro- 
labor legislator, took exception to 
his argument. 

“I can’t see the case for prohibi- 
tion of these funds,” said Taft. “I 
think what we have to do is regu- 
late them and make sure that the 
employe gets what he is entitled 
to out of them.” 

The Ball-Taft-Smith bill would 
provide that unions and manage- 
ment have joint administration of 
such funds whenever they may be 
established through collective bar- 
gaining. The Krug-Lewis agree- 
ment, under Fhich most coal 
mines are now operating after 
seizure by the Federal Government, 
sets up a welfare fund through a 
5-cent royalty on each ton of coal’ 
produced, 

Francis figured this would 
amount to between $26,000,000 and 
$28,000,000. a year for the 400,000 
soft-coal miners. He contended 
that needs of the miners could bet- 
ter be met through the Social Se- 
curity program. 

There was a lot of talk about the 
hazards of the mining business as 
justification for special considera- 
tion of miners in welfare funds. 
Francis sought to minimize these 
hazards. a 

So rosy was the picture he 
painted of happy miners living in 
company-owned houses, dealing at 
company-owned stores, and work- 
ing in mines the companies made 
safe, that Taft was led to remark: 

“Well, coal mining seems to be 
safer today than riding on trains 
or airplanes, doesn’t it?”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)—

rector of the Office of Temporary 


Controls, took responsibility today 
for the never-issued OPA rent in- 
crease order.

He told the Senate Banking 
Committee that the order was pre- 
sented to the President for final 
approval by his deputy, James W, 
Follin, because Fleming himself 
had been called away from the 
capital by the death of his mother.

It was not put 
out, and the White House an- 
nounced President Truman felt 
any rent increase was a matter 
for Congress. 

Follin sat beside Fleming as the 
OTC director told the story of the 
policy mixup which has had 
Washington buzzing with gossip 
for two days. 

Directed Deputy in Action. 

“Before I left Washington I di- 
rected Mr. Follin to put in a gen- 
eral rise in rent ceilings,” Fleming 
testified. 
He said he had been studying 
the. rent control situation since 
the duties of OPA and several 
other wartime organizations were 
brought under OTC last Decem- 
er. 


Fleming said he reached the 
conclusion that there were many 
individual landlords throughout 
the country who wese suffering 
hardships, although the condition 
of the owners of rental properties 
appeared to he generally more fa- 
vorable than before rent control. 
Up to Congress, Truman Felt.

Senate Campaign Committee Advocates Sub- 
stitute for Hatch Act, on Ground Some 
Provisions Are Unworkable. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
The Senate Campaign Expendi- 
tures Committee recommended to- 
day replacing the Hatch Act with 


a new law that would abolish the 
present $3,000,000 ceiling on yearly 
expenditures by political parties. 

In a summary of its investiga- 
tions of last year’s elections, the 
committee said that some provi- 
sions of the Hatch Act regulat- 
ing political contributions are un- 
workable. New legislation, the 
committee said, should incorporate 
provisions of the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act. 

Specifically, the committee re- 
port, made by Chairman Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, recommended: 

1. Abolition of the $3,000,000 
ceiling on party expenditures be- 
cause “it is an inadequate sum 
with which to conduct a national 
campaign.” 

2. Unpaid revision of the “pres- 
ent unrealistic ceiling“ —in most 
cases $25,000—on a candidate’s ex- 


penditures in a Senate campaign. 

3. Broadened authority for Sen- 
ate and House committees to in- 
vestigate expenditures and to rec- 
ommend criminal prosecution. 

4. Extension of the present pro- 
hibition against election “contribu- 
tions” by corporations, banks and 
labor. organizations to include 
campaign “expenditures” they may 
make. 

5. A minimum jail sentence of 
30 days for wilful violation of the 
proposed new corrupt practices 
regulations. 

6. Redefinition in the law of 
“contribution” and “expenditure” 
to provide for closer’ limitations 
on both terms. 

7. Redefinition of election to in- 
clude primaries and remove doubt

‘thority and McKellar has fought 
him for years in that capacity. 

Reading from one of a pile of 
documents before him, McKellar 
quoted Lilienthal's writings in fa- 
vor of public power development. 
He read a sentence in which Lil- 
ienthal said that “our Government 
and every government must be a 
government of men and not of

This, McKellar said, indicated to 
him that Lilienthal shares the doc- 
trines of “Mr. Stalin of Russia. . 

He believes in government of one 
man.” 

Lilienthal disputed Mekellar's 
eontention vigorously. He said 
what he meant was that “good 
men” are needed to administer 
“good laws.” 

McKellar, who has described 
Lilienthal as “the head Communist 
of my state,” demanded: “Are you 
a Communist?” 

“No,” Lilienthal replied firmly.

“Are you a Republican?“ 

“No,” Lilienthal said. “I am like 
a great many other people, I am 
not affiliated with any party. I 
am an independent voter.” 

Lilienthal now is acting head of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
but cannot continue unless the 
Senate approves his selection for 
the post. He resigned as TVA 
head to accept nomination to the. 
commission. 

The questioning of Lithienthal 
was resumed amid charges by Mc- 
Kellar and Robert F. Barker, for- 
mer investigator for the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, that Communists had bored 
into the ranks of the Atomic En- 


orgy Commission.

McKellar questioned Lilienthal 
about his associates of earlier 
TVA days.

Lilienthal 
maintained that “everybody calls 
we Dave,“ adding that an ex- 
change of first names did not 
necessarily indicate “intimacy.” 

McKellar’s questioning was 
stopped by committee Chairman 
Bourke B. Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa. However McKellar was 
promised an opportunity to ques- 
tion Lilienthal further Monday 
after the committee hears testi- 
mony from Bernard M. Baruch, 
recently resigned United States 
member of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission.

Wants Navy to Move. 

Ploeser said the city wanted the 
Naval Air Station to remove it- 
self from the field to another 
suitable location, or to work out 
a minimum use program which 
would be acceptable to the city. 


If the latter were done, Ploeser 
said, it probably would be ap- 


proved only as a temporary ex- 
pedient. 

The city has no desire to force 
McDonnell to vacate its present 
quarters in the old Curtiss-Wright 
plant, Ploeser said, but it does 
want title to the main building 
and a warehouse building north 
of the Wabash railroad tracks at 
the airport. The latter, to be 
used for a freight terminal, would 
for the present be leased by the 
city to a tenant designated by the 
Navy if the latter so desired, 
Ploeser said. 


McDonnell would be permitted 
to lease the production area of 
the plant for the manufacture of 
Navy planes, which it is now mak- 
ing, he said, and would be per- 
mitted to lease 80,000 square feet 
of the 220,000 square feet of the 
high-bay area. The remaining 
140,000 feet are needed urgently 
for servicing large four-engine 
planes for commercial airlines so 
St. Louis can obtain improved air 
schedules, Ploeser said. 


Attitude on Plant. 


The city feels that the Curtiss- 
Wirght plant and adjacent ware- 


‘house are typical airport proper- 


ties, and should be turned over to 
the city without charge, he said. 
Representatives of Government 
agencies in the past have told 
Mayor Kaufmann and others that 
they were industrial properties 
and would have to be bought by 
the city. The McDonnell firm, 
Ploeser said, should pay fees for 
use of the airport on the same 
basis as commercial airlines, the 
city feels. 

If the Government accedes to 
these terms, Ploeser said, the city 
will be willing to negotiate its 
claim for more than $6,000,000 
which it asserts the Government 
owes for rentals and damages in a 
six-year period when the airport 
was operated almost entirely for 
the benefit of the armed forces. 
It won't insist on collecting in 
full, he said, and will be willing 
to subtract at least a part of the 
value of the properties involved 
from the bill.

Discussion Baltimore 
Has Found Plan Satis- 
factory. 


Construction of a series of park- 
ing lots on the fringe of the 
downtown business district, with 
bus service into the shopping area, 
Was proposed by Robert B. 
Brooks, consulting engineer, in a 
panel discussion of mass trans 
portation problems in St. Louis 
last night. 

Other participants in the meet- 
ing, which was at the Engineers’ 
Club of St. Louis, 4359 Lindell 
boulevard, included Robert W. 
Hodson, division engineer for the 
State Highway Department, and 


Gregory J. Nooney, a member of 
the City Plan Commission. 

Nooney suggested the construc- 
tion of parking lots or garages 
with private capital, except for 
the possible construction of a 
limited number of underground 
garages to be built by the city. Al- 
though the site of the Old Post 
Office at Eighth and Olive streets 
has been suggested frequently for 
such a project, he said, the cost 
of the real estate might be pro- 
hibitive. The Federal Government 
is reported asking about $4,000,000 
for the site, he said. 


As alternate sites for under- 
ground garages, Nooney suggested 
the use of Aloe Plaza, near Union 
Station, and the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial area 
on the riverfront. If these were 
built, he said, the surface could 
be used for park purposes. 

Mass transportation systems 
will continue to be the backbone 
of transportation in large cities 
because of the relative inefficiency 
of the private automobile in carry- 
ing a load comparable to its size, 
Brooks said. Baltimore, which has 
experimented with the “fringe 
parking lot” idea, he added, has 
found it satisfactory in that it 
saves the driver from the stress 
of handling an automobile in traf- 
fic and saves time in reaching his 
destination. 

He predicted that the public, 
after enough time has passed to 
demonstrate the advantages of the 
system, will approve the use of

Propagandist 
by Allies — Hitler’ 


Sentenced to 10 Years, 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Jan. 
31 (UP)—Hang Fritzsche, Nazi 
propagandist, and Heinrich Hoff- 
man, personal photographer to 


Adolf Hitler, were sentenced to- 
day by German de-Nazification 


courts to imprisonment at hard 
labor for aiding the Hitler gov- 
ernment. 

Fritzsche, acquitted of war 
crimes charges by the four-power 
International Military Tribunal 
last November, was sentenced to 
nine years by a court of his coun- 
trymen here. Hoffman was sen- 
tenced to 10 years by another Ger- 
man court at Munich. 

Fritzsche’s conviction and sen- 


tencing came after the five-man 
court heard him declare that “it 
is my misfortune that, with the 
best of intentions, I harmed Ger- 
many.” In his defense, Fritzsche 
said he had helped victims of re- 
ligious and racial persecution. 
The court, headed by Communist 
Konrad Renner, ordered all of 
Fritzsche’s property confiscated, 
with the exception of bare necessi- 
ties for the support of his wife 
and daughter. He also was charged 
2200 reichsmarks court costs. 


The former radio chief for Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels was told that he 
never again would be allowed to 
hold publie office, participate in 
politics or resume his career as a 
journalist, 


Fritzsche said he would appeal 
the verdict “within the month.” 
He will continue living “under 
security surveillance” in a pri- 
vate house in Nuernberg. His sen- 
tence will not become effective 
until after the appeal is acted on. 

He is the first of the three men 
acquitted by the Allied war 
crimes tribunal to be sentenced by 
a German court. Still to be dis- 
posed of are the cases of Franz 
von Papen, Hitler’s topflight 
diplomat now on trial before the 
court that sentenced Fritzsche, 
and Hjalmar Schacht, former 
Nazi financial official. 

Hoffman, besides his. prison 
term, was sentenced to the loss of 
his fortune of about $800,000, and 
deprived of his civil rights. The 
sentence came 14 years to the day 
from the time he journeyed from 
Munich to Berlin to join Hitler. 

The prosecution said Hoffman 
was to pictures what “Goebbels 
and Hans Fritzsche were by word 
of mouth,” propagandists for the 
Nazi party. It produced a copy of 
Hitler’s newspaper, Voelkischer 
Beobachter, which listed Hoffman 
as part of the propaganda minis- 
try. 


Woman, Two Others Get Death 
for Alleged Mercy Killings. 

FRANKFURT, Jan. 31 (UP)— 
Three doctors, one of them a 
woman, were sentenced to death 
yesterday by a German court for 
alleged mercy killings of mentally 
deficient children, the German 
news agency DENA reported. 

They were members of the staff 
at the Kelmenhof Institute. A 
woman nurse and two male as- 
sistants drew prison sentenced 
ranging from four months to 
eight years. 

DENA said Dr. Mathilde Weber 
was sentenced to death for mur- 
dering 25 children, while Dr. Wil- 
helm Grossmann and Dr. Herman 
Wesse were sentenced to death 
for mistreatment and murder of 
thelr wards. 


U. S. Court Sentences German to 
Hang for Killing Flyer. 

DACHAU, Germany, Jan. 31 
(AP)—Alwin Reinke, a German 
civilian, was sentenced by an 
American war crimes court today 
to hang for shooting an American 
flyer in the back after the flyer 
parachuted to earth during a 1944 
air raid on Kiel.

Judge Requires Signed Declara- 
tions from Portal Suit Plaintiffs. 

CAMDEN, N.J., Jan. 31 (AP)— 
United States District Judge 
Thomas M. Madden ruled today 
that a union bringing a portal-to- 
portal pay suit must have signed 
deciarations, made under oath, 
from each of the complainants it 
says it is to represent. 


A courtroom packed to over- 
flowing and with standees in the 
halls outside followed the intricate 
arguments for nearly seven hours. 

The United States Supreme 
Court has directed Judge Picard 
to determine in detail the time 
spent by employes on the pottery 
company premises after they 
punched the time clock and be- 
fore they actually began produc- 
tion. 

Picard’s Original Ruling. 

In his original decision, in 1943, 
Judge Picard discounted this time. 
He held the employes entitled 
only to payment for the few 
minutes each day when he said 
they were at work before the 
starting whistle. 

The Supreme Court, reinserting 
walking time in the case, ruled 
that it was working time and 
must also be compensated for. 
Walking time is the time spent by 
the employes in going from the 
time clock to the work bench. 

The Supreme Court also stressed 
the “de minimis” doctrine, and 
this tricky legal issue arose time 
and again yesterday.

The statement collided wtih pro- 
posals made by Chairman Knut- 
son (Rep.), Minnesota, of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, who has been the chief advo- 
cate of “across the board” whitt- 
ling. This type of reduction would 
cut 20 per cent off nearly every- 
body's income tax, wtih the big 
taxpayer saving many more dol- 
lars than the little fellow. Knut- 
son put a $300,000 income ceiling 
on the one-fifth cut. Those above 
that bracket would get a 10.5 per 
cent reduction. 

In a House speech, Representa- 
tive Engel (Rep.), Michigan, had 
contended that Knutson's bill 
would help the rich instead of the 
poor and might spell Republican 
defeat at the polls in 1948. 

After Martin's announcement 
that the 20 per cent cut remains 
a Republican objective, but that 
there is no commitment on the 
“across the board” method, Engel 
said he was satisfied.

NAVY NONCOMBAT ACCIDENT 
TOLL IS 23,096 IN FIVE YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (INS)— 
Noncombat airplane deaths and 
other fatal accidents accounted for 
23,095 of the naval services’s 88,939 
dead and missing from Dec. 7, 1941 
to Jan. 1, 1947. 

The large percentage of fatali- 
ties in these two categories was 
disclosed today in the first break- 
down of the causes and manner of 
deaths met by Navy, Marine and 
Coast Guard personnel overseas 
and in the United States. 

Officers and enlisted men listed 
as killed in action number 48,708. 
Of this number the huge majority 
of 44,164 were in the enlisted 


ranks, 
The report said 349 enlisted men 


were victims of enemy execution 


and atrocity as compared with 286 


officers. 
Airplane deaths, excluding those 


in combat, totaled 6152 for of- 


ficers and 4300 for enlisted men, 


Air contbat took the lives of 3075 || 


officers and enlisted men. 

Total figures on the dead by 
services are: Navy, 62,484; Marine 
Corps, 24,446; Coast Guard, 1912.

The eity would effect a net sav- 
ing of $948,000 annually if City 
Sanitarium were turned over to 
the state, the economy section of 
the Citizens’ Tax Commission was 
told yesterday. 

Representatives of the Govern- 
mental Research Bureau who have 
made a study of operating costs 
said that the estimated total cost 
of operating the institution during 
the current fiscal year is about 
$1,815,000. 

Because the city receives about 
$240,000 annually for the care of 
some patients, is able to save ad- 
ditional sums for various other in- 
stitutions by the operation of a 
bakery and laundry at the insti- 
tution and because certain over- 
head items now charged against 
the institution would not be abol- 
ished by the transfer, the net an- 
nual saving on the basis of pres- 
ent operating cost would be about 
31,196,000.

Decision Next Week Indicated. 

The Tax Commission continued 
its investigation of the matter to 
hear additional witnesses. Mem- 
bers of the commission indicated 
they would arrive at a decision 
next week as to whether they 
would recommend transfer of the 
institution to the state. 

The proposed transfer of the 
City Sanitarium to the state has 
been recommended many times in 
the past ten years by various 
agencies which have pointed out 
that St. Louis was the only city 
ih the country which was required 
to maintain an institution for the 
care of the insane. Advocates of 
the transfer have stated that this 
is a state function. 

The Tax Commission was told 
yesterday that the operation of 
the St. Louis Training School, an 
institution for the care of the 


feeble-minded, was also a state 
function. This costs the city about 
$350,000 annually. 


Henry 8. Caulfield, director of 
Public Welfare, said that St. Louis 
was the only city in the country, 
except New Orleans, which main- 
tains such an institution. 


Statement by Caulfield. 
“The state should take over this 
function also,” he said. “Frankly, 
I have not suggested it because I 
felt that we shouldn't encumber 
the issue of the sanitarium trans- 
fer with this additional issue.” 

He said that in the meantime 
the city should dispose of most of 
the 560 acres it maintains at the 
training school for the purpose of 
educating the inmates in farm

crime; tossing statues out the win- 
dow as is done at this art school 
to get rid of them is a worse 
crime.” 

“The excuse is given that the 
things we throw out aren’t any 
good because they are just plaster 
casts, not the real thing,” Mose 
said. “But we go to New York 
to buy prints of pictures. What's 
the difference? We in the United 
States are pathetically poor ar- 
tistically, and I think this destruc- 
tion of statuary is in the same 
desecratory category as writing on 
toilet walls, and the people who 
practice it have no place in the 
field of art.” 

Mose, who plans to open a stu- 
dio at his home, 4478 Maryland 
avenue, told the students they 
should concentrate on producing 
works of art that would find their 
way into the homes of America 
“where they belong.” He advised 
against trying to do the kind of 
work which would end up “clut- 
tering up some museum.” 

The job of the present-day 
artist, he asserted, is “integrat- 
ing, interpreting the things that 
are going on around us, in order 
to help men get along with each 
other.” In doing this, he said, he 
saw no reason why the artist 
could not live a normal and com- 
fortable life and make money 
from his profession. The talk was 
applauded vigorously by the stu- 
dents, many of whom gathered 
around the rostrum after the 
speech to congratulate Mose for 
having made it.

LONDON, Jan. 31 (AF )— Eng- 
land bade farewell to the royal 
family today as it embarked 
at Portsmouth to sail for South 
Africa to be gone three and a 
half months. 


Traveling by special train to 
Portsmouth, King George VI, 
Queen Elizabeth and the Princesses 
Elizabeth and Margaret Rose 
boarded the battleship Vanguard 
for the 16-day voyage. 


The Vanguard, newest and 
largest of Britain's battle fleet, is 
scheduled to leave Portsmouth 
harbor before dawn tomorrow, 
escorted by two cruisers, a de- 
stroyer and an aircraft carrier. 

Because of the cold wave, the 
King and Queen canceled their 
plans for a state drive from Buck- 
ingham Palace to Waterloo Sta- 
tion, thereby disappointing many 
pomp-loving Londoners and pro- 
visional visitors. 

Instead of traveling in a color- 
ful horsedrawn procession, the 
royal family chose to motor slowly 
to the station in order to receive 
the plaudits of the crowds.

The proposal for à new reorgan- 
jation for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, which would give the 
Robert R. Young-Alleghany Corp. 
a stronger interest than heretofore 
contemplated, reecived a setback 
today, when a federal appellate 
court refused to lay the pending 
plan aside. 

The United States District Court 
of Appeals, sitting at Kansas City, 
denied a motion to remand the 
present plan to United States Dis- 
trict Court in St. Louis. Instead, 
it ordered that the group of 10 


appeals from the pending plan re- 


main on the appellate docket for 
disposition in regular order. 

This upset the recently disclosed 
arrangement, in which Eastern 
insurance companies and other 
“institutional” holderg of the top 
Missouri Pacific bond issue had 
joined Young's Alleghany Corp. 
These two major interests ap- 
peared here Jan. 13 for prelimi- 
nary steps to have the pending 
plan sent back to District Court, 
with the intention then of having 
it referred to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, as a means of 
filing their new plan as a substi- 
tute. 

In the existing Missouri Pacific 
corporation, which has been in- 
active for the long period of bank- 
ruptcy trusteeship, Alleghany 
holds about a third of the voting 
stock.

In the face of both Communist 
arrogance and Chinese National- 
ist mendicancy, the United States 
has maintained a correct, though 
weak and unadvantageous posi- 
tion. 

Marshall's retreat is not an un- 
dignified scuttling, but a cool 
walkout -by a disillusioned arbi- 
ter. A methodical administrator, 
Marshall is “clearing the desk’ 
and getting ready to start over. 

On theedebit side of Marshall's 
decision to withdraw, it is seen 
that nobody actually benefits but 
the Chinese Communists and the 
Soviet Union. The costly effort 
to make a unified China a coun- 
terweight to Soviet expansion has 
failed. 

But before it failed, the United 
States had already written off its 
strategic stake on the iatic 
clearing an unobstructed 
way for Soviet land-power to act 
in conjunction with the Chinese 
Communist armies. It is the Chi- 
nese Red army today which in- 
sures direct communication across 
northern Manchuria for the So- 
viet Red army. Two of Marshall's 
peace teams for Communist areas 
were placed along this railroad at 
Tsitsihar and Harbin. Now they 
are being withdrawn with scores 
of others. 

Impartiality and common pur- 
pose vanish from the Chinese 
scene as American members of 
the peace teams are flown back 
to Peiping and ordered home.

Strategic Front Moved Back. 

Withdrawal of the token force 
of American Marines from China 
throws the American strategic 
front in the Pacific back to Oki- 
na wa and Iwo Jima. The spear- 
head is in American- occupied 
southern Korea, but the Russian 
forces in northern Korea outnum- 
ber the Americans about four to 
one. 

The first line of American se- 
curity is in the three island 
groups of the Marshalls, Caro- 
lines and Marianas, with Guam 
and Saipan at the center, 

But in Paramushiro, in the 
Kurile islands, the Russians ac- 
quired at Yalta an air-naval base 
nearer to the mainland of the 
United States even than Guam. 

With the American retreat the 
Soviets are free to maintain the 
new Russian system of treaty 
ports that has been brought into 
effect as a result of Yalta. 

With a surge of selflessness and 
renunciation, the United States 
took the lead in dropping the old 
special privileges in Chinese ports, 
an example followed by Britain 
and France. Such rights were 
held to be out of tune with the 
new, liberated China, which the 
United States intended to unify 
regardless of cost. 

The old treaty port system is 
dead, but a new Russian system 
has risen in its stead. The Soviets 
dominate the outlets of Manchuria 
at Dairen and Port Arthur. In-

Individual 
Russian soldiers, also, are being 
killed: So far the Soviet embassy 
has done no more than make for- 
mal protests. One American here 
said that the Russian Ambassador 
hed “worn a groove in the side- 
walk” between his office and the 
Polish Department of State. 

The Russians are living off the 
land here in a country where food 
is the most vital problem. What 
they have done, however, is to 
take over whole villages and 


obtain labor, or seed or horses in 
sufficient quantities to farm these 
areas themselves, The Russians 
use their own labor and supplies. 

Foreign food experts who have 
studied the problem closely say 
that this represents no cut in food 
which might go to the Poles, but 
actually a potential increase. In 
one critical period the Russians 
turned over from these farms 60,- 
000 tons of grain for Polish food 
supplies. 


Russians Keep to Selves. 


But a centuries-old blood feud 
cannot be removed in weeks or 
months. The Russians never were 
received here with the warmth 
that greeted United States troops 
in France, for example, Their ac- 
tions were correspondingly re- 
sented, Now, they are under the 
strictest discipline and do not 
mingle with the Poles at all. 

The Poles continue to be resent- 
ful, too, of the amounts which the 
Russians took from the western 
territories before the Potsdam 
agreement gave them to the Polish 
administration. Their 15 per cent 
of all Russian collections from 
Germany has not satisfied them 
by any means. 

The new government still may 
find that building up industry is 
an easy task compared to build- 
ing a permanent friendship with 
Poland’s neighbor to the éast.

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A Doctor on Leprosy 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

Fitzpatrick’s dramatic cartoon and 
your timely editorial on leprosy should 
awaken the public to the reality of this 
disease. 

Knowledge of the facts about leprosy 
is of greater importance to us than ever 
before, for millions of men have re- 
turned from tropical and sub-tropical 
lands where it is prevalent. 

The armed forces’ medical services 
take care to protect and instruct the 
troops against contracting this disease. 
However, one insidious characteristic of 
this scourge of Biblical days is the pro- 
longed incubation period of the causa- 
tive agent, the leprosy bacillus, myco- 
bacterium leprae. 

This period may vary from a year to 
many years, and because of this delay- 
ing factor even the profession may be 
lens alert to the possibility of this in- 
fection in some weterans as the years 
go by, especially in non-endemic regions. 

Before the war a popular national 
news weekly reported the case of a leper 
who had bounced about the clinics of a 
large Eastern city for months before an 
observant dermatologist made the cor- 
rect diagnosis. Since there may be a 
greater possibility of this occurring 
again it behooves the profession to re- 
fresh itself on the diagnostic character- 
istic of this infrequently encountered 
disease. 

A program to acquaint the laity more 
fully with the disease will help to re- 
move the medieval stigma it carries. A 
modern approach will encourage even 
those suspicious of the infection to seek 
proper medical attention early, and with- 
out fear of being ostracized by society. 
Perhaps in this generation of antibiot- 
ics, chemotherapy and nuclear fission 
a permanent cure for this tragic disease 
will be discovered.

Local 1459's Strike Vote 
In voting for a strike against Union Electric, 
Local 1450 of the Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers is giving timely and tangible reason 
for the outlawing of utility strikes by law. 

Although the announced vote was 806 to 7, 
one member of the local told the Post-Dispatch 
that at least 50 hands were raised against the 
motion to strike, Apparently, there are some 
members of the union who are conscious of 
their responsibilities to the community. The 
same may be said of the member who wondered 
why the issues were not submitted to arbitra- 
tion. This man was ruled out of order. 

It is argued, on behalf of the union’s action, 
that the strike vote is merely a routine move 
under the provisions of the Smith-Connally 
act. Quite true, yet the stage is nevertheless 
set for a strike, and the walkout may come be- 
tween Feb. 7 and Feb. 10. Leaders of the ‘union 
say that hospitals, orphanages and meat insti- 
tutions would be protected against stoppage of 
electric current. That's mighty white of them. 
But the community as a whole can go hang. 

Has it escaped the attention of Local 1459 
that Gov. Donnelly urged the Legislature on 
Jan, 8 to pass laws “to prevent labor strikes 
which affect the lives, health or safety of the 
general public!“ Does Local 1459 forget the 
five-hour strike of Nov. 11 last, which aroused 
the public to the danger that this community, 
under present circumstances, is subject to the 
same kind of paralysis that gripped Pittsburgh 
last year in its prolonged electrical strike? 

If Local 1459 or other unions in Union Electric 
plants need to be reminded that utility work- 
ers are in a different category from other 
workers, they might brush up on a series of 
articles just concluded in the Post-Dispatch con 
cerning New Jersey’s law—the first of its kind 
in the United States but not the last—to pre- 
vent utility strikes. New Jersey's law, while im- 


perfect in some respects, has functioned effec- 


tively to protect the communities of that state 
against the loss of essential services. After 
setting up elaborate machinery for the settle- 
ment of disputes, the New Jersey law provides 
fot seizure by the State in the interest of pub- 
lic health and welfare. 
The words of retiring Gov. Edge of that State 
are pertinent here. He says: 
No worker is forced to enter this type of 
— ape ce If he does accept a position 
with a public utility, which is a state fran- 
chise, he must recognize state control, It 
should be perfectly clear that his right to 
strike is not an absolute right because the 
exercise of it would bring hardship upon 
his fellow-citizens. 


As to the merits of the issues betwéen Local 


1459 and the Union Electric, we have no opinion. 


Maybe the union’s demands are 100 per cent 
justified. If the union is confident of its case, 
however, why does it not submit to arbitration, 
as the company has proposed, but which the 
union has rejected? That would be the wise 
thing to do—and the smart thing from the 
union’s standpoint, in view of a mounting public 
resentment against abuses of labor's power. 

To hold the threat of strike over the head 
of St. Louis is to make ammunition for Gov. 
Donnelly in his recommendation to the Legis- 
lature. It is to dramatize, at the very time when 
the matter needs dramatizing, the need in Mis- 
souri for legislation like New Jersey’s to pro- 
tect the people against the stoppage of essential 
services, Local 1459’s Strike vote is the best pos- 
sible argument for such legislation.

All This and Low Salaries, Too 


For the great exodus from the teaching pro- 
fession, low salaries may be chiefly to blame, but 
there are other reasons. The nature of these 


other reasons, which concern the community’s 


attitude toward the teacher, are discussed with 
rare understanding in an article written by Dr. 
Oliver Carmichael, head of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion for the Advancement of Teaching, for the 
New York Times Magazine and reprinted in part 
under the cartoon on this page today. 

Anyone who has taught in a small town—or 
in a large one either—is likely to find this 
article articulating his feelings. In theory, the 
teacher is held in high esteem and appreciation; 
in practice, he or she is subject to various bans 
and snubs from which other professions are ex- 
empt. The teacher usually is considered fair 
game for any community scold or bigot. His 
personal conduct and even his intellectual views 
may be spied upon and tested arbitrarily by the 
mores of the most straitlaced or the most stupid 
members of the community. 

The prestige the profession enjoys is con- 
fined mostly to lip-service and sometimes even 
that is denied. Witness the cynical aphorism: 
“Those who can, do; those who can’t, teach.” 

As Dr. Carmichael, himself a former public 
school teacher, subtly intimates, the public is 
getting what's coming to it in the shortage of 
teachers. Some inspired soul should write a 
Declaration of Independence for public-school 
teachers, to guarantee them the liberties pro- 
claimed for the rest of the country on July 
4, 1776.

Oppo- 
nents have claimed that city managership would 
be dictatorial and costly; supporters have main- 
tained that it is the purest essence of democracy 
and economical government. Kansas City under 
Boss Pendergast, and Kansas City today, are 
cited in contradiction. 

Obviously the city manager form is no politi- 
cal nostrum, But it has been used to wipe out 
needless factionalism in local affairs, and to 
provide efficient: government where it had full 
support. This is particularly true in smaller 
cities, : 

Moberly, for instance, has dug itself out of 
the red under this system. The Missouri city 
banked $100,000 where it used to borrow from 
water receipts. It has raised the pay of city 
employes without replacing many of them or 
adding to the tax rate. : 

In larger cities, the Mayor, or commissioners, 


or other powers-that-be, easily become full-time | 


professional administrators. But in smaller 
places, these officers are rarely paid enough to 
make their chief business directing the city. The 
city manager answers the needs of such munici- 
palities as an experienced administrator, He is 
more likely to perform well because it could 
mean his advancement to a larger city. , 

University City voters should not be influ- 
enced by arguments that the city manager form 
promises panacea or, on the other hand, some 
kind of insidious revolution. It promises neither. 
What it does offer is a type of administration 
that fits well with many cities like University 
City. 


Petty Stuff 

The simple installation of a traffic signal re- 
quires approval by the Board of Aldermen, and 
an ordinance will be required to take down 14 
signs which the Department of Streets and Sew- 
ers finds are unneeded. The requirement is 
foolish. Deciding where to install or remove 
signals is not a legislative policy question. It 
is a matter for administrative study, decision 
and experiment, 

So long as the Aldermen cling jealously to 


such petty business, that long will the board 


lose time from serious policy-making. That long, 
too, will the presence or absence of traffic sig- 
nals be used as political patronage. 

The Aldermen are intruding on what should 
be the province of the Mayor and his subordi- 
nates, They should yield the province to the 
Mayor, retaining anly the power to investigate, 
criticize and, if sufficient occasion should arise, 
to set aside, his use of it. 
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Thomas Mann’s Sheepskin 

Thomas Mann is again an honorary doctor of 
philosophy from the University of Bonn. The 
degree was first conferred in 1919, when Ger- 
many lay beaten, It was withdrawn in 1933 
because Mann, as writer and humanist and pas- 
sionately patriotic German, would neither serve 
the Nazi conspiracy nor hold his tongue. Now 
the university restores the degree it originally 
granted. 

When the Ph.D. was withdrawn, Mann re- 
plied in a celebrated letter, The Nazis, he wrote, 
dishonored everything decent in the long Ger- 
man tradition, Their course meant war: “But 
woe to the people which, not knowing which 
way to turn, at last actually seeks its way out 
through the abomination of war, hated of God 
and man! Such a people will be lost. It will be 
so vanquished that it will never rise again... . 
God help our darkened and desecrated country 
and teach it to make its peace with the world 
and with itself.” 

It was not to be. War was to be, and after 
war, devastation. Today, therefore, as Mann im- 
plied in a more-recent letter, Germany’s resolu- 
tien to sin no more must undergo a long course 
of demonstration before anyone will take it at 


face value, By choice, he remained an expatri- 


ate, declining flattering invitations to return. 


Germany may still become a ‘home for the 


great freedom for which Mann has fought so 
well and long, but a sheepskin honor does not 
establish the fact. Thomas Mann, we do not 
doubt, smiles sadly to receive it. 


Good News About Filibusters 
Good news comes from Washington about the 
filibuster, It is reported that there is “a strong 
probability” the Senate's rules will be amended 
to enable cloture—limitation on debate—to be 


voted by a majority rather than the two-thirds 
required under existing rules. Five Republicans 


have introduced bills to this effect. 


The Senate of the Eightieth Congress will 
achieve distinction if it adopts this long-needed 
reform, Filibusters are undemocratic. They 
are invoked to thwart the will of the majority, 
to stultify Congress, and to establish minority 
rule. They are also a nuisance, They are usually 
timed near the end of the session when a num- 
ber of important bills are waiting for passage 
and delaying tactics can least be afforded. Fili- 
busters are generally used, moreover, to stymie 
progressive legislation which most of the eoun- 
try wants, such as Federal lynching laws and 
abolition of the poll-tax. 

La Follette and Monroney left the filibuster 
evil out of their congressional reform bill be- 
cause they didn’t think it would get by the Sen- 
ate of the Seventy-ninth Congress, That opens 
the way for the Eightieth Congress to distin- 
guish itself.

Why Teachers Leave School 


The Mirror 


of

The teacher strikes, which were unknown 
26 years ago, indicate that dissatisfaction 
is more widespread and more acute now 
than then. But the present shortage of 
teachers and the discontent are not the 
most ominous signs of the troubled educa- 
tional horizon. The fact that so few young 
people are choosing teaching as a career 
and preparing for it is much more serious. 


The National Education Association re- 
ported in July that enrollments in the 179 
teachers’ colleges of the country had suf- 
fered a serious decline. For example, be- 
fore the war there were 90,000 women and 
30,000 men enrolled in them, whereas in 
1946 the numbers had dropped to 51,000 
women and 13,000 men, In 1920, 22 per 
cent of college students were enrolled in 
teachers’ colleges; in 1930, 17 per cent; in 
1946, 7 per cent. 


The future of the schools ultimately de- : 


pends upon their ability to attract able 
young men and women to their service, but 
their failure to do o ill not be the failure 
of the schools ale. Ultimately, it could 
mean disaster to society itself. 


Shortage of Competency 


In the light of the influence which teach- 
ers exercise in society, the shortage of com- 
petent personnel appears little short of 

At the same time it is difficult 
to understand why a profession of such 


great potentials should be unable to at- 


tract more talent than it requires. 


One of the handicaps is the lack of com- 
munity recognition of the teacher. The 
prestige of a profession is one of the most 
significant factors in its attractiveness, 


The position of the teacher in the aver- 
age community is illustrated. by the story 
of the naval officer, a lieutenant com- 
mander, who was stationed temporarily in 
the same town where he had taught before 
the war. He said: “In the 10 weeks my 
wife and I were there as Navy, we had 
more invitations and more friends than in 
the whole 10 years I taught there.” He has 
a job in the business world now, but he 
remarked: “I only wish I could afford to 
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Lack of prestige ranks with low pay as reason for shortage of school 
personnel, says educational authority; declares communities take

tellectual views; more prestige and security would gain recruits.

go back and teach long enough to find out 
whether I'd be treated as a teacher or as 
a naval officer.” 


Another difficulty experienced by teach- 
ers is the tendency of the community to 
take an undue interest in their personal 
conduct and in their views on local ques- 
tions. Many a teacher in a small commu- 
nity has lost her position because of engag- 
ing in some innocent pastime which was 
not approved by the more conservative 
citizens of the community. 


Where Politics Enters 


Others have suffered a similar fate be- 
cause they took a stand on local issues 
which ran counter to the views of those 
who had the power of appointment, or who 
could influence those who had that power. 
The insecurity of the teacher in the aver- 
age small community makes the position 
far less attractive than it would otherwise 
be. The status and tenure of the college 
professors are well recognized and estab- 
lished, but this is not the case with those 
in the lower echelons of the school system. 


But lack of recognition and insecurity 
have always, been the lot of the teacher. 
There is another. basic factor in the fail- 
ure of men and women to return to the 
profession and of young people to choose 
it. It is the abnormally low economic re- 
wards which prevail today for those who 
teach. 


Between 1939 and 1945 the average sal- 
ary of all employed persons outside the 
field of education rose 79 per cent, that of 
the teacher 31 per cent. This means that 
the relative position of the educational 
worker is much lower than before the war, 
indeed lower than it has been at any time 
in our national history. 

But this article is not designed as just 
a plea for teachers, but for the boys and 
girls of the land, It was never so impor- 
tant for the future of this country that its 
youth dream dreams and see visions. 

Teachers must be men and women of the 
highest talent if our civilization is not to 
suffer serious loss.

Clearly, this is not only rank injustice, 
but a distortion of the facts. Private Willis

Between Book Ends 


The Remarkable Randolphs 


THE RANDOLPHS: THE STORY OF A VIRGINIA 
FAMILY, by H. J. Eckenrode. (The Bobbs-Merrii! 
* Indianapolis.) 


This biography of the historic Randolph 
family of Virginia presents almost every 
story about its members and associates that 
one can want. Here is Thomas Jefferson, 
included although only half a Randolph; 
his is the story of a genius. 

And there is Richard Randolph; was he 
or was his brother the father of his sis 
ter-in-law’s illegitimate child? That is sean- 
dal. There is John Randolph of Roanoke, 
sour old bachelor and critic. His is the 
story of the misanthrope. And there is Bd 
mund Randolph, contemporary of Wash- 
ington and Hamilton and like them a Fed- 
eralist; his story is that of a statesman. 
Finally, there is John Randolph, the elder, 
too royalist to see that Virginia could not 
remain a dependency of the mother coun 
try forever; his is the story of the Tory. 

. * . 

All these stories the author of this book 
tells in a dramatic and effective way on a 
background of social history that is pene 
trating even though sympathetic. His in- 
between chapters set the stage on which 
the actors play their parts. 

The first of the Randolphs, Henry, ar- 
rived in America in 1642. The real progent- 
tor of the tribe was William who came over 
from England in 1669. Both were loyal to 
the King of England who had been driven 
from his throne and executed by the Purt- 
tans, and whose followers lost their prop- 
erty and were driven into exile. | 

William, upon arrival in Virginia, bought 
the first Randolph estate, “Turkey Island,” 
and started the familiar aristocratic envir 
onment in which the family was to remain. 
For the next 200 years, to 1865, the family , 
was associated with most of the historical 
events in this country. The last important 
Randolph was for a brief period, Secretary 
of War in the cabinet of Jefferson Davis.

In the period between, members of tha 
clan were successful planters or politicians. 
They were legislators and governors. Ed- 
mund introduced in the Constitutional Con- 
vention the famous Virginia plan which 
served as a pattern for our present Federal 
Constitution. Although he later turned 
against the proposed Constitution and 
sought to defeat its ratification, once it was 
approved he accepted the office of Attorney 
General and later, after Jefferson resigned, 
that of Secretary of State in Washington's 
Cabinet. 

As great planters the Randolphs, despite 
Jefferson, were aristocrats. Never were 
they able to become spokesmen of the peo- 
ple—the great unterrified West. And when 
planter-rule passed and Western Jackso- 
nian democracy arrived, the Randolphs 
passed off the stage. Only the attempted 
perpetuation of the old order in the Con- 
federate South brought them, for a last 
fleeting moment, again to prominence, This 
book is an excellent contribution to the 
social history of the United States.

REAT pressure is being put on Senator Vandenberg to persuade 
him that his duty is to go to Moscow with Secretary Marshall 
for the initial German peace conference.

argument runs, to keep as many of the regulars on the foreign-policy

On the surface at least, this 
argument -has a certain persua- 
siveness. It would undoubtedly be 
a help to Marshall to be flanked 
by the Republican policy-maker 
who saw it through with former 
Secretary Byrnes in the siege of 
Paris and New York. 

But there are far more potent 
arguments on the other side, and 
in the end they are likely to deter- 
mine Vandenberg’s course of ac- 
tion.

More Moscow Maneuvers

RAVDA’S snarling attacks on British Foreign Minister Bevin 
represent a new phase in Moscow’s campaign to divide and rule. 
They are also an indirect tribute to the success of the American 


foreign policy of the last 18 months directed by ex-Secretary of State 


Byrnes. 

Soviet strategy—here as always 
remains unchanged. It consists 
in the steady extension of Soviet 


territory, power and influence 
while preventing the extension of 
any other country’s power or the 
formation of a combination of 
powers to block Soviet aims. 

The instruments used—in the 
war and postwar period—ere, first, 
a United Netions where the veto 
power in Soviet hands makes Rus- 
sia the equal of all the non-Soviet 
countries; second, aggressive at- 
tacks on the motives of other 
powers; third, a stubborn cam- 
paign to keep possible adversaries 
divided and weak. 

This third aim implies a divided 
China (since the Americans are 
obviously not going to be tricked 
into admitting a Communist 
China), an atomized Western Eu- 
rope with retarded economic re- 
covery (no Western bloc) and a 
permanent wedge between Britain 
and the United States. 


Beginning of Conflict. 


Pravda’s present attacks on Mr. 
Bevin—accused of trying to 
sabotage the existing British-So- 
viet treaty of alliance—is a new 
phase in the effort to divide Brit- 
ain and the United States. More 
exactly, it is a’ full fledged effort 
to detach Britain from the United 
States and to strengthen the Zil- 
liacus pro-Soviet and the Layton- 
Crossman “neutralist” groups in 
Britain. 3 

The essential facts are these: 

Early in the war—to allay Soviet 
guspicion of the West—Churchill 
signed a defensive alliance with 
Stalin. But as the war wore on, 
Churchill's political sagacity 
brought him into conflict with 
Stalin's éxpansionist aims and 
with Roosevelt’s “straight strate- 
gy.” This conflict was high-lighted 
by Churchill's persistent appeals 
for an Anglo-American invasion 
of the Balkans rather than of 
France and by his call for a 
united Europe. Obviously a united, 
peaceful, prosperous and powerful 
Kurepe would mean the end of 
Boviet imperialism in the West. 

Roosevelt sided with Stalin—for 
quite different motives, He seemed 
indifferent to Soviet expansion. 
American scuttle-and-run demo- 
bilization confirmed this Soviet 
view. 


Russia's Real Aim. 


Therefore the Soviets first con- 
centrated on encouraging Amer- 
ican disarmaments and isolation- 
ist tendencies and in trying to 
disintegrate the British Empire. 

All over Eastern Europe, wher- 
ever high ranking Soviet officers 
met their American counterparts, 
the Russians offered the same 
verbal line: 

The Soviets have nothing 
against the United States. Rus- 
gzians love Americans. But Rus- 
sia intends to end the domination 


British Empire, there will be no 
bone of contention between us. 
Meanwhile, in Iran, in the Mid- 
die East, at the Dardanelles, at 
Trieste, in the Far Eastern colo- 
nial states, the Soviets vigorously 
pushed their campaign. Behind 
their loud anti-imperialism and 
the independence movements “ac- 
cidentally” led by Soviet-trained 
native Communists, lies no true 
interest in the freedom of. op- 
pressed peoples. If it did, the 
Soviets would start by freeing 
their own oppressed peoples, let 
us say in the little Baltic states 
and in Georgia. The real aim is 
the weakening and ultimate ruin 
of British power. 


Double Determination. 


That this produced scant results 
was due in part to British deter- 
mination not to yield. It was due 
at least as much to the positive 


stop-Russia policy successfully 
pursued by the United States. I 
need refer only to Iran, the Dar- 
danelles and Trieste where Brit- 
ish opposition alone might not 
have checked Russian aims. 

In the course of throwing the 
Russians back on their haunches, 
Secretary Byrnes inevitably fore- 
cast a divided world. | 

This prospect frightened certain 
weak and confused European 
countries, notably Communist-rid- 
den France. It scared a certain 
number of “neutral-minded” peo- 
ple in England. 

In the United. States Henry 
Wallace, and over in. England a 
pro-Soviet and a “neutral” group 
in the Labor party, burst forth 
in shrill protest. The pro-Amer- 
ican British Labor party leaders 
kept control of their party. But 
to mollify the rebels, they made 
the gesture of sending Marshal 
Montgomery to visit Stalin. Sec- 
retary Bevin admitted that per- 
haps Britain should seek closer 
co-operation with Moscow. 


New Twist in the Line. 


This gave the Russians a new 
opening. Since they had not been 
able to detach the United States 
from Britain, why not try to de- 
tach Britain from the United 
States by strengthening the Zil- 
liacus-Crossman groups in the 
Labor Party? 

No sooner said than done. A 
harmless but imprudent phrase by 
Bevin about Britain being obli- 
gated only to the United Nations 
was criticized by Pravda as mean- 
ing that Britain was “deneuncing 
the Anglo-Soviet treaty of alli- 
ance.” The British have replied 
that it meant no such thing. 
Actually, they are trying to sup- 
plement the Anglo-Soviet treaty 
by a similar Anglo-French treaty. 
Actually, Bevin might have asked 
the Russians just why Britain 
should wish to be allied to a coun- 
try that spent time trying to break 
down the British Empire.

ROWDY AND FUNNY 


Playhouse Cast Uneven, but 
Direction and Actors Martin 
and Chosid Good. 


which opened last night at the St. 
Louis Community Playhouse for a 
run of 21 days, proved to be a 
step down in quality from the two 
previous Playhouse offerings of 
this season, but nevertheless was 
quite funny. 

The -John Murray-Allen . Boretz 
play is a sure-fire laugh getter, 
and seemingly actor-proof. That 
was why, in spite of the obvious 
inexperience and immaturity of 
many members of the cast, it was 
still chock full of entertainment. 
Bradford Whitney, the director, 
has done a first-rate job with his 
acting material, propelling the 
cast at the breathless, rowdy pace 
first set by George Abott in his 
original production, seen here at 
the American in 1938. And Carl 
Martin as the angle-cutting play 
producer and Eugene L. Chosid 
as the apoplectic hotel inspector 
trying to collect a $1200 bill from 
the slippery producer were both 
quite deft, giving the cast some of 
the authority it badly needed. 

To be really effective, farce 
needs to be made believable, just 
as much as any more realistic 
comedy or drama. The uneven-

The Nabis were a group of 
painters, opposed to realists, who 
were not impressionists nor sym- 
bolists nor yet the mystic painters 
of the Rose-Croix. They “sought 
and found their patterns in the 
visual experience of the daily life 
around them,” one critic wrote. 

This is shown in Bonnard’s first 
one-man how, at ‘the Durand- 
Ruel gallery in 1896, where, of all 
his paintings and lithographs, the 
ones most noted were “Du Vent 
Dans la Rue” (“Wind in the 
Street”) and “Devant L’Omnibus” 
(“In Front of the Omnibus.”) 

In 1896, he had been shown at 
the first Nabi exhibition—“Expo- 
sition des Peintres Impressionistes 
et Symbolstes”; he designed plays 
for the Theatre D’Art and the 
Theatre de L'Oeuvre; he designed 
the marionettes for Lugne-Poe's 
Theatre des Pantins and drawings 
for the magazine “Revue Blanche,” 
which sponsored the Nabis for 
twelve years. 

He was shown at the 1901 Salon 
des Independents and again at 
the 1904 Salon. He had become 
more of an impressionist, but 
never an extremist. He was an 
impressionist with a personal sen- 
sibility. From 1904 to 1911 he 
painted impressionist studies of 
nudes and interiors, landscapes 
and decorative panels.

Paris talked 
to the grand jury this week. 

Indicted with Krakauer were 
Harvey Stemmer, inmate of the 
Riker’s Island penitentiary, and 
Jerome Zarowitz, a Broadway 
figure. 

Krakauer, described by detec- 
tives as a one-time chauffeur for 
Louis (Lepke) Buchalter, execut- 
ed head of Murder, Inc., disap- 
peared from the home of a broth- 
er-in-law before a grand jury re- 
turned attempted bribery and 
conspiracy indictments against 
him Monday. 

His attorney said yesterday he 
was a “very sick man,” suffering 
from a heart ailment, and that 
he would not be surprised if Kra- 
kauer surrendered “in a few 
days.“ Meanwhile, an alarm for 
his arrest had been sent to police 
of 48 states.

“The judges may have been 
right in awarding Shirley Eckel 
of Canada first place in this re- 
lay but I seriously doubt it. 

“Judging from this picture it 
appears that Nell Jackson of 
Tuskegee Institute is breasting 
the tape and at that same in- 
stant officially finishing the 
race, The heroic Shirley Eckel 
while her head and shoulders 
are without a doubt leading her 
opponent, her track pants are in 
close proximity to the finish 
line and her legs certainly ap- 
pear behind the finish line. 

“Now according to Rule 25 
(NCAA rules) a competitor fall- 
ing across the finish line is not 
considered to have finished un- 
til his entire body shall have 
crossed the finish line. I believe 
this rule agrees in the main with 
AAU rules. 

“The official NCAA Track and 
Field Rules where this applies 
is as follows: 

Rule 25 — Start and Finish 
Lines—The Finish Line shall be. 
a line on the ground drawn 
across the track from finish 


which any part of their bodies 
(Le., “torso,” as distinguished 
from the head, arms, legs, feet, 
or hands) reaches such line. 

A competitor falling across 
the finish line is not considered 
to have finished until his entire 
body shall have crossed the 
finish line. For the purpose of 
aiding the Judges, but not as a 
finish line, white yarn shall be 
stretched across the track at 
the finish (four feet above the 
ground). 

It shall not be held by thé 
judges, but fastened to the 
finish posts on each side, so that 
it may always be at right angles 
to the course and parallel to 
the ground.

ARTAR sauce may be bought 
Te the grocers, but most cooks 

prefer to make their own. Only 
a small amount is required each 
time, and when it is homemade, 
the ingredients can be varied from 
time to time to avoid monotony. 
It takes only a minute to stir up 
this sauce when the ingredients 
are available. Mayonnaise, the 
base, and from 18 to 20 additional 
ingredients constitute the makings 
but as a rule, not more than five 
or six are used in combination 
with the mayonnaise at one time. 
Favorite additions that are com- 
mon are chopped onion, parsley, 
pickles, celery, pimiento, cucum- 
bers and olives. 

More unusual ones are capers, 
chives, green papper, hard-cooked 
eggs, horseradish, chili sauce, 
grated garlic, dill pickles, chopped 
dill, and stiffly whipped cream 
folded into it right at the last. 
Tartar sauce is either served very 
cold or hot. It may accompany 
sizzling hot fish that has been 
broiled, boiled or fried, or with 
very cold fish. An ideal way to 
serve it is in small crisp lettuce 
or cucumber cups, in tiny fish 
shells or in little fluted paper cups. 
When it is served in lettuce cups 
or on shells, it provides a beauti- 
ful edible garnish for the fish 
plate or platter. 

Tartar Sauce. 

One cup mayonnaise, one-third 
cup chopped dill pickles, two 
tablespoons chopped green pepper, 
one hard-cooked egg, chopped, two 
teaspoons prepared horseradish, 
two teaspoons capers, pinch galt, 
pinch sugar. 

Combine all ingredients and 
keep cold. Serve with fish. Makes 
about one and one-half cups. 

Menus for Saturday. 

BREAKFAST — Tokay grapes, 
ready to eat cereal with sugar and 
cream, English muffins and jam. 

LUNCHEON — Escarole soup, 
Swiss cheese on rye bread, almond 
cookies. 

DINNER—Deep fat fried had- 
dock, tartar sauce, heated canned 
shoestring potatoes, scalloped to- 
matoes, stewed plums. 

Escarole Soup. 

Melt two tablespoons butter in 
saucepan. Blend in two table- 
spoons flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, and a dash of pepper well. 
Add one cup milk gradually and 
stir until it boils and thickens. 
Add three cups stock (or use three 
bouillon cubes and three eups 
water) and one-fourth teaspoon 
onion seasoning and heat to boil- 
ing or until cubes dissolve. Just 
before serving, add two cups es- 
N (cut fine and packed firm- 
y). 
Note: Other greens, lettuce, 
romaine, etc., or combinations may 
be used in place of the escarole 
in this soup. 


How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“From the Sublime to the 
Ridiculous.” 
HE reader who inquires for 
the origin of this phrase 
speaks of it as describing the 
“extremes of good impulses and 
stupidity manifested by people un- 
der emotional stress.” The saying 
has very wide application, of 
course, frequently referring to a 
change of subject from serious 
matters on a high plane of 
thought to something absurd, or 
which the speaker regarded as ab- 
surd, It dis used of any transition 
between such remes. 

The phrase is attributed to the 
pen of Thomas Paine, the Anglo- 
American philosophical and politi- 
cal writer whose intellectualizing 
of religion made him bitter 
enemies, but whose many-sided 
and checkered career had a favor- 
able climax in 1776. in his patri- 
otic pamphlet entitled “Common 
Sense.” This greatly influenced 
the thought and sustained the 
courage of the people of our new 
nation, indeed helped to make of 
the colonies a new nation, by en- 
couraging the promulgation of the 
Declaration of Independence, 

It is in his well-known work 
“The Age of Reason” that Paine 
made the statement which is re- 
garded as the source of our com- 
mon phrase “from the sublime to 
the ridiculous.” Here he said: 
“The sublime and the ridiculous 
are often so nearly related, that 
it is difficult to class them sepa- 
rately. One step above the 
sublime kes the ridiculous, and 
one st above the ridiculous 
makes the sublime again,” 


in commemoration of my hus- 
band’s birthday. I will tell yo 
about them tomorrow. a 
These warm days we are hav- 
ing give me a little anxiety.

As far as I know, we 
have not been told by scientists 
how to save our crops from freak 
weather of this kind. I have often 
seen, in the orange-growing states, 
a lot of smudges burning among 
the trees to keep them from suf- 


fering from the frost, but I doubt 


if that would help much in colder 
climates.

It seems incredible that a ma- 
jority of the Georgia House of 
Representatives actually think 
that the state of Georgia is so 
far removed from the rest of the 
world that they go ahead and ap- 
prove a “white primary bill” which 
would bar Negro citizens from 
voting in the Democratic pri- 
maries. 

The United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights has before it 
the creation of a subcommission 
on discrimination. Are we going 
to put ourselves in the position 
of having the world think of us 
as a backward nation? A aation 
that discriminates, and takes 
away political rights from a large 
group of its citizens? 

We can hide behind a provision 
in the U.N. Charter which states 
that domestic affairs cannot be 
interfered with unless they men- 


ace the peace of the world. But 
I do not think that will make us 
very happy, since there is no way 
of hiding from the thoughts of 
others. 

I believe that a great majority 
of our citizens will hang their 
heads in shame if one of our 
great states actually practices 
what little Liberia has been try- 
ing to do away with. Liberia, I 
understand, has recently taken 
steps which seem to promise the 
full participiation in the govern- 
ment of the country by all of her 
citizens who are able to vote. 


I wonder if these citizens of 
ours, who, in the view of some of 
our other citizens, are so reckless- 
ly abusing their state’s rights at 
the moment, think that this will 
have no effect on future argu- 
ments concerning states’ rights. I 
can well imagine the orators who 
will cite this.particular situation 
as showing that the citizens of a 
state should not be allowed to 
take a stand in opposition to the 
progressive outlook of the major- 
ity of the citizeng of the country. 
This is not a stand which affects 
just the people of Georgia. It af-. 
fects the standin 
States in the world family of na- 
tions.

Martin 
Heutel is constable of this district 
and last year was constable of 
Bonhomme township. Fourteen of 
the machines were in the Glencoe 
area, in old Meragec township, of 
which Joseph Feco was constable. 

Mosley said he received a list 
of the places from the internal 
revenue office two months ago 
and that his deputies visited all 
of them at th. time, finding no 
machines. He added that there is 
a standing order in his office to 
confiscate ali slot machines and 
arrest their operators.

OU may complain at having to 
replace a broken sash cord now 
and then, but you don’t know 
real trouble unless you live in a 
house where there aren't any sash 
cords and weights for the win- 
dows. A great many old houses 
have double hung windows that 
have to be held open with sticks 
or rods. They are a nuisance, es- 
pecially when you can’t find any- 
penn handy to prop the sash up 
h. 


A few days back we ran across 
a contraption that seems made to 
order for windows of this type. 
It’s a simple little gadget consist- 
ing of a base with a movable arm 
tipped with rubber. It is screwed 
on the window frame next to the 
sash and allows the window to be 
moved up but will catch and hold 
it when you take your hands away. 
The weight of the sash is used to 
supply the necessary presstire to 
hold it up and when you want to 
lower the window you flick the 
arm and down it comes. This little 
window holder seems to be made 
to withstand a good many open- 
ings and closings. It’s very easy 
to install, just a couple of screws. 
If you have windows that could 
use something of this sort it 
might pay you to look into these 
gadgets.

Penicillin in a Spray 
By Herman N. Bundesen, M. D. 


OME months ago I wrote in 

this coluntm of a new method 

of using penicillin, by which it 
was sprayed into the lungs and 
bronchial tubes. 

Today doctors are reporting that 
they have found this form of treat- 
ment useful in a number of condi- 
tions, particularly in lung infec- 
tions Which accompany bronchial 
asthma and a disorder known as 
bronchiectasis where there is a 
stretching of the small tubes of 
the lungs. Reported results are 
satisfactory because, according to 
doctors who have used the treat- 
ment, the penicillin reduces infec- 
tion without causing any reac- 
tions. It also requires smaller 
amounts of penicillin than when 
it is given by mouth or injection 
and thus the cost to the patient 
is less.

AT THE TIME I wrote on this 
subject, however, a special device 
was needed for the administration 
of the penicillin spray. It is quite 
satisfactory for use in the doctor’s 
office, but too costly and cumber- 
some for the patient to carry 


about or to use in his own sur- 


roundings. 
For this reason, Dr. Aaron E. 
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Fishman of Philadelphia, attempt- 
ed to use the penicillin with an 
ordinary atomizer, obtaining en- 
couraging results in the 15 cases 
treated. 

A small amount of this solution 
is used in the atomizer at a time, 
and the patient is instructed to 
use it in one dose every three 
hours. The patient can carry the 
atomizer and the solution with 
him, as long as the solution is 
kept cold. 

In carrying out the treatment, 
part of the penicillin is sprayed 
into each side of the nose. Then 
the nozzle of the atomizer is in- 
serted between the teeth, and the 
patient breathes in deeply as the 
penicillin is forced through the 
nozzle. In this way the spray 
reaches the windpipe and bronchi.

A CRUCIAL question of timing

The bidding: 
South 
2 hearts

South made a shrewd decision 
in taking out the seven-diamond 
bid to seven no trump. Unfor 
tunately, however, this action bo- 
came futile when South got around 
to playing the hand. 


Incidentally, it should be ob 
served that despite the tremen- 
dous hand North held opposite an 
opening two-bid, the leap to seven 
diamonds was not sound, because 
there was no assurance that the 
diamond suit itself was solid, 
Seven no trump would have been 
a more valid choice on North's 
part. 


West opened the spade nine. 
Declarer won with the ace and 
cashed the ace and king of hearts, 
intending, of course, to run the 
suit. East's showing out was a 
rude shock, but, nothing daunted, 
declarer then led his singleton 
diamond to dummy. A diamond 
break would have rectified every- 
thing, but when West turned up 
with a stopper in that suit, too, 
declarer had shot his bolt, 


Admittedly, South’s action in 
starting on the heart suit, which 
was a card longer in the combined 
hands than diamonds, was natu- 
ral. but closer analysis, with spe- 
cial attention to the entry situa- 
tion in both hands, would have 
pointed out the right line of play. 
Declarer should have cashed his 
three spade tricks and three clubs, 
then tested the diamond suit by 
leading the three tops, before so 
much as touching hearts. This 
sequence would squeeze either de- 
fender if he had both red suits 
stopped — the actual case where 
West was concerned.
